PROFITABLE TRIP 


Feminine Park Commission of 
This City Studied Beautiful 
Park at Pomona 


A delightful day was spent yester­ 
day by the five park commissioners, 
Mesdames A. Getty, H. G. Hull, J. H. 
Rankin, A. J. Padgham, P. R. Rey­ 
nolds and their guests, Mrs. 
A. 
J. 
Lawton and Mr. J. H. Rankin, who 
made a trip to Pomona for the pur­ 
pose of inspecting the parks of that 
progressive city. 
The first stop was made at the Edi­ 
son Company’s office, where the genial 
manager, Frank W. Balfour, took the 
party in charge. The beautiful city 
hall was the next point of 
interest. 
Here the party was met by Lee 
R. 
Mathews, 
and 
Superintendent 
of 
Parks J. M. Paige. Some time was 
spent in inspecting the building, the 
arrangement and furnishings of which 
are well nigh perfect.
